Iespecting the recommendations of the 
board as to another dock at Mare Island, it 
is known to be the intention of the navy 
department to reject the suggestion unless 
it can be assured that more battleships are 
fo be built on the Pacific coast. At present 
there is only one such vessel, the Oregon, 
in the Pacific, and, while the navy depart- 
ment feels keenly the need for mere ships 
of this formidable stvle of craft, it is not 
deemed economic policy to bulld another 
dock in addition to that at Puget sound 
for ona ship.

The character and extent of the. quar- 
antine regulations established by 
‘authorities of Alabama demonstrates a 
condition of hysteria hitherto unparalled 
inthe south, andisresulting in tremen-. 
dcus losses in business and trade to the 
whole south. The dead 
drawn, the mails have been practicaliy 
stopped, the railways have all but sus- 
pended operations, and all forms of in- 
terstate traffic have been as good as abol- 
ished. ; 
The Constitution is of the opinion that 
the time has arrived for reason and com- 
n sense to resume their sway beyond 
the Alabama line. We believe it is the 
duty of every community or every state 
liable to infection to put in operation 
the most rigid quarantine system that 
experience and sanitary science can sug- 
gest. That much the authorities owe to 
‘themselves and to the public interests 
which they have in charge; but there

The measures instituted in 
have not only put an end to travel, but 
have temporarily destroyed business and 
paralyzed the transportation companies. 
In this respect the commerce of Ala- 
bama is as badly hurt as if the epidemic 
had broken out at a dozen towns in the 
state. But the trouble goes deeper. Not 
only are the commercial interests of Ala- 
bama blotted out for the time being, but 
‘interstate trade ruined, and the 
whole south is s@ffering inca!culable in- 
dury as the result.

Now the south has had epidemics and | 


quarantines before, bui never before has 
the injury done to business been 
crushing and so complete. Commerce 
has been crippled by these epidemics, 
but it has managed to go on. But to- 
‘day, by reason of the hysierical reguia- 
tions enforced in Alabama, interstate 
trade has been almost annihilated and 
wiped out. 

As we said in the beginning, we think 
it is about time for the authorities in 
Alabama to permit reason and common 
sense to resume their sway. Let them 
take heart and hope from the example 
of Savannah, Augusta, Macon and Bruis- 
wick. These communities have just as 
much reason for shutting out the in- 
fection by the institution of a rigid quar- 
antine as Montgomery, or Birmingham. 
So far as population is concerned. some 
of their inierests and_ responsibilities 
are much larger. They have instituted 
a@ rigid quarantine, but it is based on 
reason and common Sense, and not on 
hysteria.

If 
there were any reason in the Alabama 
quarantine, we may be sure that it would 
be duplicated by Savannah, Augusta 
and Macon.

MASON’S CASE SOON TO END

Alleged Shortage Will Be Reviewed 
Again by ihe Supieme Court. 


FIGURES ARE PLACED AT $24,000 


The Case Has Been Through the Su- 
pericr and Supreme Courts and 
End Is Now Drawing Near. 


The ease of the county of DeKalb against 
J. A. Mason. the late treasurer, will soon 
be settled. It wil] come in the next session 
or the supreme court, and has been taken 
there as a last resort. It was cearricd 
throvgeh the superior court and the judg- 
ment of this court was made the decision 
of Auditor Pace, who examined the 
count of Mason, which “savs that he 
Short over $24,000. 

Nine cases have grown out of the original 
one. The county at first had one against 
Mason. and later filed three more, one 
against each of his sureties. When it was 
taken to the supreme court they each 
filed a cross bill against the county. It 
Was not expected that this move would he 
taken, and the effair has 2grown to much 
larger proportions than anticipated. 

Since Mason was defeated for the office 
of treesurer, in 1894. the courts have had 
hold of this amount of the ce uNnty’s money, 
ard it has been tied up ©o that much in- 
terest haa accumujiated on the eriginal 
sum. Mason held the office for a number 
of years, and had at all times previous to 
the treuble civen satisfaction. 

He says that durirg his lst term by the 
iisue of some bonds he hecame wixed in 
his accounts and did rot keep thines ex- 
actly straight. Jvst before his last term 
expired his home was almost entirely de- 
strcyed by fire and in this he lost rniany 
vouchers which showed certain amounts of 
morey thet he naid out. and for which 
afteryards during his trial he was not 
able to account for. 

Auditor Pace examined the hooks and 
founc the shoria:zes, and Mason's sureties 
were called on. but refused to make good 
the difference. and will not do so urtil the 
supreme court requires it.

Mr. Thompson’s Actions Indorsed. 

The fact that one of the best Known 
union men in the city, Mr. John 8S. Thomp- 
son, of the Iron Molders’ Union, questioned 
the right of the mass meeting to pose as a 
labor meeting was stated in The Constitu- 
tion yesterday. Mr. Thompson arose in the 
meeting and asked for information as” to 
who had called -the meeting and what 
claims ¢t laid to being @ labor meeting in 
fact.

The makers of the constitution were care- 
ful that there should be no mistake in (his 
matter.

tion by saving “all laws exempting prop- 
erty from taxation, other than the properrs

tions, stating specifically that “tthe power 
to taX Corporations and corporat power, 
Shalt not be surrendered or suspended by 
any contract or wrant to Which the State 
shall be a party.” 

One intelligibiv reading these provisions 
of the constitution cannot mistake as to 
What the fundamental liw is. All taxing 
Statutes must conform to the constitution, 
hey can neither be enlarged evonud nor 
contracted; within narrower jimits. The 
tatutes must correspond to and identical- 
ly fit the eonstizution itself. 

The Classes of Taxes. 

An interpretation of article 7, section 2, 
paragraph 1 of the constitution has been 
from time to- time considcred by our su- 
preme court. The result of such interpre- 
tion can be briefly stated as follows: All 
taxation may be divided into two general 
Classes, first, taxation on person, including 
taxation on occupation, and, second, taxa- 
tion on property. As to the first elass: 
It is not neecssary in order to tax one oc- 
eupation to tax all. other eccupations, 
There is nothing in the constitution which 
forbids the legislature from classriying 
privileges and occupations which are sub- 
ject to taxation—the only condition being 
that all taxation shall be uniform on the 
Same class of subjects. MeGnee vs. the 
state, 92 Wa... Zi. 

Under this provision ofr the constitution 
many occupations may not be taxed at all, 
and those which are taxed may be divided 
into numerous ¢classes. As an illustration: 
If the legislature taxes one Hquor dealer 
it must tax all liquor dealers, but al! l.quor 
dealers may be legally taxed without tax- 
ing farmers at all. 

As to the latter classification the matter 
is entirely different. In relation to taxation 
of property the re are only two clusses into 
Which it is divided, that is, first, property 
subject to taxation, and, second, property 
exempted from taxation. 

What Is Exempted. 

The constitution exempts certain preperty, 
and that exempted property is to he disre- 
garded in all taxing statutes, but, saving 
the exempted property, all propert¥, i 
:ther to be taxed or all property is no®to 
be taxed. The legislature may, if it sees 
fit, tax no property, but if it taxes any 
property it must tax ail property save the 
constitutionally exempt property. 

The supreme court in. various decisions 
has definitely fixed this matter. In 82 Ga.. 
144, the Supreme court says: “It (the pres- 
ent constitution) specifies certain proper- 
ties that may be exempt, and then declares 
that laws exempting any other shall be 
void. Thus the only classification of prop- 
erty relative to taxation that is made or 
authorized is into exempted property or 
property subject to be taxed, and taxation 
on all property subject to be taxed is re- 
quired to be ad valorem; that is, according 
to value. 

“Onee for all. the constitution has enum- 
erated the two ciasses of property, which 
enumeration the lkegislature, courts and 
citizens must recognize as exhaustive. 
Property whatever its species is »xempt 
or subject to be taxed If exempt, it pays 
nothing: if subject, the amount it «hall pay 
is measured by multiplying the fixed rate 
unto the actual value. The result will be 
in every instance that ail per-ons who own 
taxable cmamairty of equal value will pay the 
same amount of tuxes, and all persons who 
own more than ot hers Will pay more, and 
all who own less will pay less.’’ 

Supreme Court Decision. 

In 92 Ga., 4, the supreme court says: “All 
taxation may be divided into two seneral 
classes, taxation on property and taxa- 
tion on person, the latter including taxa- 
tion on @ccupation. * * * * The consti- 
tution puts all property into one general 
lass, and under this provision as to taxing

Split wide open ts the condition of the 
republican party in Georgia, all because 
of the fight for the Atlanta postoffice. 

Professor A. N. Wilson has returned from 
Washington, where he has been in the in- 
terest of his race for the place, and with 
his home coming the fight has intensified 
and assumed a phase that is interesting to 
say the least. 

With a broad smite on his pleasant face 
Professor Wilson announces to his friends 
that he is well satisfled with the result of 
his visit to .Washington. He seems 0 
hold a trump card, but as yet he hasn't 
shown his hand. His most intimate politi- 
eal associates stated vesterday after his 
arrival that the genital professor would be 
the next postmaster. Regarding this lat- 
ter statement there is a very marked dif- 
forence of opinion, 

Maior Smyth writes to his friends every 
few duys that he has the postoffice cinched 
and that they necd not worry a bit over 
his chances, and it looks as if this is the 
fact. The major says ne has tne solemn 
promise of the president and he and. his 
friends say that McKinley’s word is as 
good as government bonds. ; 

{ft will be remembered that McKinley 
promised Major Smyth that he would 
make him collector of customs. This prom- 
ise was not kept and he did promise to 
give him the postoffice Instead. 

The Atlanta postoffice is the issue in re- 
publican circles now. Nearly every mem- 
ber of the party in Georgia has taken one 
s'de or the other and it has widened out 
nto a fight between the masses of the 
party instead of narrowing down to a 
simple contest hetween the two men. 

In a short time the Wilson committee 
will visit the president and the pcestmaster 
general in the interest of Professor Wilson.

“My Dear Madame President—The Geor- 
fia Federation of Women's Clubs, recog- 
nizing the educational value of public li- 
braries, their impetus toward wider knowl- 
edge, more liberal culture and higher citi- 
zenship, at the meeting of the board of 
directors in December, 1896, appointed a 
committee to inquire into the organization 
and maintenance of public libraries. This 
committee is also to serve as a bureau 
of information toward the establishment 


of public libraries throughout the state. 


“It has in view the attainment of a 
permanent library commission aml a law 
for free libraries. The committee has 
epared neither time, expense nor labor in 
fitting themselves for the work assigned 
them. They have corresponded with fed- 
eration committees, local libraries and 
State commissioners and they are now 
prepared to assist in arranging or in de- 
vising plans of work on library lines; and 
to furnish a list cf books and pamphlets 
which will give information to all inter- 
ested in the vital question of public lLi- 
braries. 

“Appreciating the value of organization, 
I ask the co-operation of all the clubs in 
the state in this work 

“Will your club set apart one of the 
sessions for the discussion of public li- 
braries and will you appoint a standing 
committee to act in harmony with and 
under the direction of the state federation 
committee ? | 

“Please have the library committee re- 
port to Mrs. Eugene Heard, -chairman of 
library committee, Rose Hill, Middleton, 
Ga. I am sincerely, 

“REBECCA D. LOWE, 
“President Georgia Federation Women’s 
Clubs.”’ 


Mrs. Eugene Heard, chairman of the 
library committee, was in the city yester- 
day and in reference to the library work 
of the federation said: 

“The establishment of public. libraries 
throughout The state, traveling libraries, 
etc., is just as much the work of the Geor- 
gia Federation as the educational work. 
While the committee has not been ag- 
gressive, ‘t has certainly not -beén idle. 
The well spread deep interest im public 
libraries, which is mainly due to the work 
of the federation, make it imperative that 
tris organization be extremely careful in 
action, which even in the remotest degrea 
would place a stumbling block in the way 
of library progress. The movement is 
growing slowly, but steadily and is win- 
ning strong friends. The Georgia press 
has taken it up and country papers in dif- 
ferent parts of the state have able edi- 
torials in its favor. 

“The bill of Mr. Clarence Knowles to 
ereate a library commission is more gen- 
erally understood and appreciated because 
of the wave of library interest so marked 
all over the state. Judging from the many 
letters received from prominent men and 
women—best of all the enthusiastic, book 
hungry letters from the teachers of the 
rural aistricts—the possibilities of free li- 
braries are beginning to be appreciated. 
As a supplement and complement of the 
public school the public library must be- 
come a necessity. 

“The time has come for the extended 
usefulness on the part of the state library. 
We must have library legislation which 
will give the state a library commission 
and then—its ultimate object ahd results. 
The Georgia Federation will in a few 
months send out a bulletin, the result of a 
strong effort on the part of the Hbrary 
committee to collect statistics of the H- 
Draries now existing in Georgia. There are 
no statistics and for this reason the dis- 


tribution of this bulletin will be the means 
of a more complete understanding of the 


needs, condition, etc., of the libraries of 
the state.”’

Yesterday morning Dr. Sawtelle asked 
|for bids from the furniture and provision 
‘dealers and the plumbing houses. He was 
ioffered bids by several houses in the city. 
lithe lowest bidders were: Rhodes, §1 ook 
& Haverty for the furniture, J. J. & J. E: 
}Maddox for provisions and Hunnicutt & 
Bellingrath for the hardware and plumb- 
ling. The bids of these three firms were 
accepted. 

Dr. Sawtelle bought from the furnfture 
firm a full line of furniture for the deten- 
tion camp. Several hundred cots and iron 
bedsteads were bought and all kinds of 
chairs and camp stools. Mattresses for 
several hundred people were in lot, 
together with pillows, blankets all 
jnecessary furniture. 

- From the hardware firm the goverment’s 
jagent bought a lot of stoves, cooking uten- 
sils and plumbing material. 

A solid. carload of flour, meal, 
‘coffee and all kinds of eatables was pur- 
chased from J. J. & J. E. Maddox. The 
bill for the provisions will amount to about 
i $1,500. 

The bill for the furniture was nearly 
‘$4,000, and the bill for the hardware Was 
quite large. 

It will not be mecessary to buy any more 
furniture or hardware for some time, but 
.the provisions shipped last night will soon 
be exhausted. The camp is just now being 
established, but in a few weeks, if the 
fever continues, there will be hundreds of 
‘refugees detained there. It will take over 
a carload a week to feed the peop!e in 
quarantine. All of the provisions: will be 
bought here. Dr. Sawtelle has been in- 
structed to get the provisions and equip- 
ments here as they are needed and as 
loften as the medical officer in charge of 
‘Mount Vernon camp orders more supplies 
they will be sent to him. The pgovern- 
ment secured the goods at a very cheap 
figure, and the provisions can be bought 
here much cheaper than elsewhere.

The trains from the infected districts 
vesterday brought in fourteen passengers, 
only eight of whom were for Atlanta. 

One of the men on the train said that 
everything was quiet in Mobile and that 
business was almost completely suspended, 

Chief Veal stated last night that there 
was no change in the situation here, and 
that no new cases had been reported to 
him. 

Dr. C. W. Drake stated yesterday that 
Savannah had. moditied her quarantine 
regulations very considerably. and that it 
Was no longer necessary to fumigate bag- 
Gage from Atlanta to What city. It ds 
necessary, however, to fumigate baggage 
from the infected district and that which 
goes from Atlanta in the neighborhood of 
119 Auburn avenue. The fumigation of 
baggage to the other points that have 
quarantined against Atlanta will be con- 
tinued. 

Dr. Stone is still here and anticipates no 
danger. The health certificate officers are 
not uoding a land office business, though 
they still have calls for certificates.

Railroads Will Disinfect Their Freight 
Cars and Wash Them. 


EACH CAR TO BE. PLACARDED 


Alabama Has Mensbusiiinktes Here To 
Watch the Operation. 


TEXAS GATEWAY CLOSED 


ANOTHER 


Texarkana Will Not Allow Anyone To 
Pass Through Into the State—A 
Prttty Matron’s Appeal. 


The railroads did not get their shower 
bath disinfecting plants in complete work- 
ing order yesterday, but the bichloride of 
mercury will fly today. 

The Southern ts doing its fumigating in 
its yards. The Atlanta and West Point has 
fixed up a device at West End. Each car 
will be run under a tank holding 2,000 gal- 
lons of water containing the bichloride in 
solution. One man will handle a hose and 
sprinkle the top, sides and bottom of every 
car inside and out. After the disinfectant 
has had time to kill all the germs, a 
stream of: water will be turned on the car 
and it will be washed out. This will ke done 
to prevent the poison from soajuring the car 
or anything loaded into it subsequently. 

The fumigation can ~g done efficiently in 
a few minutes. The West Point needs its 
freight equipment. Since Alabama quaran- 
tined against Atlanta no cars which have 
been in Atlanta within ten days have been 
allowed to cross the line. The fumigation 
will be done under the eyes of a representa- 
tive of Alabama’s board. who will placard 
each ear disinfected. 

With the Southern it has not made so 
much difference, because orders for coal 
have been given to Tennessee instead of 
to Birmingham. The Southern ean send its 
cars which have been in Atlanta up into 
Tennessee just as freely as ever. Tennes- 
see has no fever panic. Tennessee's coal 
and tron companies are getting a great 
deal of business from all this section which 
formerly ‘went to Alabama. 

Graysville, which quarantined on Monday 
against Atlanta, is the last station in Geor- 
gia on the Western and Atlantic. The set- 
tlement wil! not allow any passenger or any 
freight from Atlanta to stop there. Not one 
person in ten could tell yesterday where 
Graysville was. 

Texarkana quarantined yesterday against 
all the outside world. A railroad man who 
knows the town said that he could well un- 
derstand why the people are panie stricken. 
“If fever does get in that town, the chances 
are that Texarkana would be depopulated. 
It would be a mark for disease ard its citi- 
zens Know it.” 

In refusing to let any person pass through, 
Texarkana botties up iexas from the north- 
east. Shrevesport was closed, but it Was 
possible for Texans to'get in from this s.de 
through Memphis and Texarkana. The next 
gateway into Texas the west of ‘Tex- 
arkana is Paris. ‘there are some ‘exans 
in Atlanta who want to go home, bul they 
will have to take a long Journey round to 
get home, unless they Wait until the qQuar- 
antine is lifted.
